DON'T THROW IT AWAY 


The people of the nation, down to the last forgotten 
man, are being drafted for a w ar job to which every in­ 
dividual can contribute. 
Beginning today we are all asked to help with a re­ 
newed expanded and intensified salvage campaign, de­ 
signed to help make up deficiencies in raw m aterials. 
There is nothing spectacular in the contribution we 
are asked to m ake thus to the w ar program ; nothing 
dangerous; nothing arduous. 
In fait. there is nothing 
verging upon the sacrificial. 
All the governm ent asks is that we pick up things 
we do not use and do not need. but which w ar industry 
does need, and turn them over so they can be made into 
weapons and munitions for the use of our fathers or 
sons, our brothers or cousins or neighbors on the fight­ 
ing fronts against Hitler and Hirohito. 
Unlike some previous civilian w ar enterprises, this 
one is clean cut and crystal clear. 
Operating details 
may differ from city to city and town to town, but there 
is no question about w hat is wanted— or why. 
Tin is needed, because our normal sources of tin have 
been cut off. 
Therefore residents in 36 selected com­ 
munities are asked to save their tin cans, clean them 
and remove paper, cut off tops and bottoms, flatten them 
out, and leave them for the tin can collectors 
From these cans the tin will be removed. 
The drive 
is limited to 36 centers because elsewhere there are no 
facilities for detinning the cans. 
Scrap steel is needed, because without that we can 
not operate our vital steel-making plant to capacity and 
produce the maximum of metal for ships, tanks, guns, 
planes. 
Rubber is needed for reclamation, to stretch tile in­ 
adequate stockpile of virgin gum. both for military’ use 
and to help get w ar workers to and from their jobs. 
Fats and greases are needed to stimulate production 
of glycerine, which in turn will be made into explosives. 
Housewives are asked to save kitchen fats and sell 
them to local m eat dealers, who will send them back 
through trade channels until, transform ed, they get to 
Germany and Japan. 
This salvage drive isn t a tem porary, one-week spurt, 
says Lessing Rosenwald, its director. 
It s something to be kept up day after day, week af­ 
ter week. 
But th a t doesn’t mean it’s something to be 
put off until tomorrow or next week. 
The quicker our soldiers and sailors get arm am ents 
and munitions, the sooner we’ll have them back home 
with us - 
and the more of them we ll get back. 


WAR DAMAGE INSURANCE 
When the form s come from the printer. Uncle Sam 
will sell us w ar damage insurance at IO cents for each 
$100, so far as dwellings and household contents are 
concerned. 
Because of constitutional obstructions, this insur­ 
ance cannot be made universally mandatory. 
All the 
government can do is make it available and hope th at 
we are sm art enough to buy it from the private insur­ 
ance agencies which will act as representatives for 
Washington. 
One can, if he chooses, decline to pay this moderate 
charge. 
I lien, if his home is destroyed, he can ask for 
charity. 
Conceding th at we aren t going to be bombed or 
shelled like the British, it still would seem the part of 
discretion to take a slice of this insurance.
